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his article is by no means prepared 

to throw any reflection on any per- 
son or persons, to discredit any good that 
may be accomplished through any effort 
put forth by the different bodies of peo- 
ple that teach and know what it means, 
for the subject of eternal life is one of 
the most precious subjects of the Bible 
and the only experience we can have to 
enjoy and help us through to the eternal 
abode, This divine life finds its origin 
with us in the birth of the Spirit. 

There is an eternal death which works 
in us and will finally culminate in the 
dark regions of the lost, if we will fail 
to make our choice to accept eternal life 
with God, offered through the sacrifice 
of the divine Son. This experience trans- 
fers us from the kingdom of Satan or 
from the power of eternal death and 
plants us into the kingdom of Christ or 
life. This redemption plan is to bring 
back into the likeness and image of God 
in righteousness and fellowship of the 
Spirit, men who had drifted or rejected 
or ever failed to accept God’s mercy. 

The birth of the Spirit (John 3:3-8) 
is the beginning of this experience. 
Transformation takes place, eternal life 
begins. This is a wonderful experience— 
a miracle—a blessing to be appreciated 
and enjoyed, The plan that was foreor- 
dained of God for us, not us predestined 
for the plan, provides a free salvation on 
the whosoever-will-accept plan, so the 
whosoever gospel rings out for all. “God 
so loved the world, that He gave His on- 
ly bezotten son, that whosoever believeth

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in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life,” John 3:16. “If ye believe 
not that I am he, ye shall die in your 
sins,” John 8:24. There is salvation in no 
other, Acts 4:12. 

God wiileth not the death of any but 
that all should come to repentance and 
accept His plan and live. “Whosoever 
will, let him take the water of life free- 
ly.” Read Isa. 1:15-20. Christ died for 
all people and nations, all ages and color, 
Pharash, Judas and Esau as well. A 
question, If God willeth not the death 
of any why do they die the eternal 
death? Simply because as free moral 
agents they do not choose the way of 
right, the plan of God. They do not take 
advantage of the whosoever-will terms. 

Our wills had nothing to do with us 
coming into the world, as to our choice 
of state, country, color, wealth, or pov- 
erty, but we certainly have the power 
of choice granted us as to our future 
home, and, as our wills have a part to 
play in our relationship with God here in 
this life and the life to come, so the 
eect of man depends upon his will to do 
service and obey God, The non-elect are 
the “will nots.” In election there are 
only three votes to cast—one for God, 
one for the devil, and we cast the decid- 
ing vote. In conversion we are nominated, 
in sanctification we are elected, in the 
Holy Spirit we are crowned. As the clay 
in the potter’s hand, we are formed in- 
to vessels of honor, then shined with fin- 
ishing touches. 

A great election in a two-fold way 1s 


going on today. God is gathering Israel 
from Satan’s kingdom to the kingdom 
of Christ. Now I believe you who have 
and know eternal life are with me in the 
foregoing, but will you remain with me? 
We are blessed and what a wonderful 
blessing indeed, if we will keep our wills 
conformed to the perfect will of God 
that we may ever retain that sweet fel- 
lowship of God and never fall from our 
stedfastness in Him. Yes, He is well able 
to keep that that is committed to Him. 
If our choice and will hold in time of 
temptations, eternal life doctrine is fine. 
It is not probable that all who receive 
will retain their fellowship for their love 
wanes, desires fail, and they get careless 
in their work. Choice-wills fail to obey 
and do other things than sacrifice for 
God when the test comes, so the doc- 
trine of eternal life or security as pre- 
sented by some today is very dangerous. 
There is a possibility of one failing to 
walk in the light, lose his fellowship and 
go down in defeat believing all the time 
he has been securely saved for eternity. 

One can fall away. There is also dan- 
ger of being eternally lost after one has 
tasted of the Lord’s goodness, for it is 
impossible for those who were once en- 
lightened and have tasted of the heaven- 
ly gift and were made partakers of God 
and the powers of the world to come, 
if they fall away to renew them again 
unto repentance, seeing they crucify to 
themselves the Son of God afresh and 
put Him to open shame. Heb. 6:4-6.

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General Report of the Work at Cleveland 


Ic is with pleasure that I write to the 
saints everywhere. We are spending the 
winter in Cleveland for our son Joel to 
attend Bible School. God is blessing here. 
The school is moving on in the usual 
way and a number have prayed through 
to the Holy Ghost. I believe some will 
go forth from this band of students to 
the harvest field for God. Ir is a privi- 
lege to attend the Friday afternoon serv- 
ices and hear the students preach. They 
have a fine staff of teachers who seem 
interested in every department of the 
work. A number of students are here by 
faith and if you want to do something 
worth while for God, help these worthy 
ones through school. 


The local church at Cleveland is mov- 
ing forward, We like our new pastor, 
Brother W. J. Milligan, and wife. He 
certainly knows how to lead the sheep 
to green pastures. Preparations are being 
made to erect a local church building on 
the lot where the old church stood. The 
Willing Workers’ Band is busy trying 
to aid in this. We have two sisters’ meet- 
ings each week, in different parts of 
town. 


The South Cleveland church is pro- 
gressing nicely with Brother Carl Cox as 
pastor. They have a good spirit in their 
services. We enjoy being with them. They 
give us such a hearty welcome. 


Brother Latimer tells me the Publish- 
ing House is doing well. The force is 
very busy all the time and very often 
rushed with work. 

Since I have been here they have built 
the girls’ dormitory which cost approxi- 
mately $12,000.00. It has forty-seven 
rooms. Most of this money was furnished 
by the Publishing House. Some of the 
rooms are not furnished and need dressers, 
chairs, tables, and other furniture. Broth- 
er R, R. Walker and family have rooms 
in this dormitory and look after the girls. 

Sister Chambe:s and I had the privi- 
lege of visiting the orphanage farm one 
day. This farm is under the management 
of Brother Eller who is a good Christian 
man. He loves the boys and they love 
him. Besides Sister Eller there are three 
ether matrons. Two of these do the 
cooking and kitchen work and the others 
sew and do the other housework. Sister 
Golden has che care of about twenty 
little boys. The little fellows love her as 
she is like a mother to them. The day we 
were there they were making a hundred 
shirts. I asked them if they did not have 
a buttonhole attachment for their ma- 
chine and they said they didn’t but sure- 
ly needed one. It seems to me that to do 
the sewing and mending for forty-five 
or fifty boys would keep two women 


busy. The older boys were in school and 
there were about six at home too small 
to go. 


{ asked Sister Eller what they had 
rather have more than anything and she 
said bedspreads as they did not have a 
changing. As I looked at the beautiful 
tufted spreads I found that they were 
from the good sisters of Georgia—Cal- 
houn, Crane Eater, and Erwin Hill. Their 
names were on the spreads. They need 
fifty more, so come on, Georgia sisters, 
and make them. Why not use your talent 
for the orphans when you are skilled in 
needle work? One of the raatrons said 
they nesded aluminum cups for the boys 
as the glassware was so easily broken; 
also luncheon plates with divisions so 
the little boys’ food could be served os 
their plates at one time. ] roticed tha° 
two of the matrors’ rooms did not have 
dressers. Maybe you have one that you 
would like to give. 


One of the matrons in the girls’ home 
said they needed blankets for the beds 
more than anything. I am sure the boys 
and girls wou'd be glad to crawl in bed 
between warm blankets instead of cold 
sheets. Their beds are single beds and 
each bed needs two pair of blankets in 
order to have a changing on wash day. 
To supply a hundred beds with blankets 
would be a good work for our Willing 
Workers’ Bands, Cotton blankets would 
be all right. They also need a dresser and 
linoleum for the dining room of the girls’ 
home. 


Peope on the field often want to 
know the needs of the orphans and I am 
sure you will be glad to know about this 
part of the work. 

Sister Atwell is matron in one of the 
homes for girls, and Sister Hazelwood in 
the other. They are wonderful womea 
and have been in the homes for years. 
How they have labored and sacrificed for 
the orphans no one knows. We should 
love and honor them for what they have 
done. I thank God for the whole band 
of orphan workers. If you have any 
flowers to give them, do it now. Don’t 
wait until they have passed away. Sister 
Atwell has twenty-two girls and Sister 
Hazelwood twenty-six. 

I had the pleasure of being at Sister 
Atwell’s when they opered their Christ- 
mas boxes from the different states. The 
matrens were thankful and if you could 
have seen the happy faces of these girls 
you would have laughed and cried and 
been anxious for the time to come to 
send another box. They surely thank you 
and God will bless you for giving to this 
worthy cause. Sister Atwell gives the 
girls a mother’s care. They trust God for 


their healing and He heals them. One of 
the girls had pneumonia and I was help- 
ing Sister Atwe!l care for her. It seemed 
that Jesus was going to take her. One 
day while she was suffering so she asked 
me to tell her a story of heaven. I told 
her a vision I had of heaven when I had 
pneumonia and she listened so attentive- 
ly. I was impressed with the special care 
Sister Atwell gave her and as I thought 
of the sleepless nights, hard work, and 
two cr three days’ fasting for her, I won- 
dered if a child’s own mother could be 
more attentive. The saints held on to 
God and the little girl was healed. 


The girls have general training in 
housework and a number are taking 
music lessens. We are delighted to see the 
good work go on. Don’t forget the or- 
phans when the little banks are brought 
around at Sunday School, also the birth- 
day offerings. It takes money to feed, 
clothe, and school so many children. 


I hope to hear from the dear saints in 
different states. When school closes we 
are going somewhere to fight the battle 
for Jesus.

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Pure Religion 

James 1:27, “Pure religion and unde- 
filed before God and the Father is this: 
to visit the fatherless, and widows in 
their affliction, and to keep himself un- 
spotted from the world.” 

The Epistle of Saint James has been 
styled the practical epistle. There are 
two sides of faith and works. None but 
that which is by faith in Jesus could be 
practical, and to be practical it must be 
a religion of good works, or of right 
conduct. In this verse three things are 
mentioned, 

First, the purity of that religion “be 
fore God and the Father.” Second, the 
evidence of it, “to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction.” Third, 
“keeping unspotted from the world.” 

THE PURE RELIGION 

1. Its source is God’s Word. “The 
words of the Lord are pure words,”’ Ps. 
12:6. “The commandment of the Lord 
is pure,” Ps, 19:8. Here is the origin and 
source of all the teachings and doctrines 
of true piety, all written by the pure 
Spirit, all truths to be believed, all com- 
mands to be obeyed, ordinances to be 
observed. Our religion, interwoven with 
divine revelations, is pure, but inter- 
woven with human opinions and cere- 
monies it becomes adulterated. How 
necessary that we keep to sacred writ! 

2. It is pure in its principles. Compare 
it with the many man-made religions of 
earth and see the difference. Its princi- 
ples are all high and holy. It has the 
broad stamp of divine holiness upon it. 
Like its great Author, it is light and 
truth and goodness. It moves in sincer- 
ity, in purity of aim and acts in upright- 
ness; superficial in nothing, but demands 
truth in the inward parts. 

3, Its influences are pure. As water it 
cleanses, as fire it refines, as wind it puri- 
fies, as a medicine it heals. It renews and 
entirely transforms its possessor. Ir im- 
parts pure motives, desires and purposes, 
and gives purity of conduct and speech. 
It makes burdens easy, changes night to 
day. It changes the raven to a dove, and 
the lion to a lamb. 

THE EVIDENCE OF IT 

“To visit the fatherless and widows in 
their affliction.” 

Where pure religion exists a certain 
good and merciful spirit will be in evi- 
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dence. Paul said, “If any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ he is none of his.” 
Two phases which that Spirit will mani- 
fest are cited here. 

But we know that the Spirit of Jesus 
is not merely to the “fatherless” and 
“widows,” but to visit and minister to 
the sick, the poor, and those in prison, 
do good works and show kindness and 
pity everywhere, “ready tc every good 
work.” This is that evidence and spirit 
that shou.d be in every true Christian. 
UNSPOTTED FROM THE WORLD 

It is as if the apostle had said to main- 
tain this good Christian merciful spirit 
“avoid the worldiy spirit.” This spirit’ is 
defiling in its influence, it spots the 
garments, and the Christian character. It 
hardens the mind, rendering it callous in 
the presence of misery and wretchedness, 
so that the Christly, merciful spirit is 
gone. By worldliness we mean an inordi- 
nate attachment to the things of the 
world. It is this which defiles or pro- 
duces spots: 

1. In the affections. “Set your affec.- 
tions on things above.” To be lovers of 
the world and partakers of its spirit will 
prostrate: the soul, make it carnal and 
earthly, fiil it with spots. Such cannot be 
lovers of God. 1 John 2:15. 

2. And in the conscience. A spiritual- 
ly enlightened conscience cannot dwell 
with worldliness without being grieved, 
and fina.ly diseased or defiled. A world- 
ly minded person cannot have a clear 
corscience to God, who demands our 
deepest love, nor to men who stand in 
need of our pity and compassion. 

3. Worldliness defiles and spots rhe 
conduct. When under its power how un- 
fair, cold and critical may one act! Is it 
any marvel that where this spirit pre- 
vails, the merciful, kind Christlike spirit 
is ucknown? 

REASONS FOR KEEPING UN- 

SPOTTED FROM THE WORLD 

1. As Christians we profess not to be 
of the world. We are redeemed out of it, 
delivered from it. 

2. World'iness and Christianity 
not exist in the same heart. One will cast 
the other out. They are antagonists. A 
man cannot serve two masters. 

3. It is often an occasion ot backs!id- 
ing. Some seed fell among thorns and 
were choked. Paul said, “Demas hath 


can- 
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forsaken me, having loved this present 
world.” “They that will be rich fall.” 
How, many have been ruined by inter- 
ests in this present world? 

4.Only that which is expanded on 
works of goodness will last beyond this 
life. Worldly activities and pursuits will 
concern none beyond the grave, except 
with regret, unless they have been things 
purely good.

SOUTH INDIA WORK 
Underfell, Ootacamund, 
South India, Dec. 30, 1936. 

1 do feei led by God to write a few 
lines about our work out here. I know 
that mazy in our dear church are stand- 
ing by in prayer for us, and will rejoice 
over the mighty works of God. 

Our dear Brother Ingram has already 
told about how the Lord directed his 
footsteps. We have before been working 
in the tee-u field and our little inde- 
pendent mission. The Free Assemblies of 
God had given us a much needed holi- 
day, as we had not such a one for years. 
As we were praying ard asking the Lord 
for future guidance, as we felt in the 
spirit that the Lord was working out 
new plans, the Lord led our dear Brother 
Ingram our way. From the first moment, 
we felt united as we had the same pre- 
cious experience of infilling with the 
Spirit, etc. As he asked us to join it was 
real_y from the first moment a prepared 
way. We naturally waited on the Lord 
for some time and we got assurance. 


Hallelujah! The Lord is wonderful— 
sending His servant across the sea, thou- 
sands of miles, to this mountain top, then 
at the same time calling on us to leave 
our fieid, which we had not left for 
years, bringing us together on this hill- 
top. No wonder that the Spirit fell upon 
us as we came together, because every - 


thi: g was prepared by the Lord. Hallelu- - 


jah! We have now our headquarters ar 
Ootacamund but that does not mean 
tha: we have abandoned the telegu work. 
It merely means that we have added a 
new slice of territory to our field, as we 
promised our brother to take charge of 
this new fie'd too. 

I understand that it would be of some 
interest to you dear friends to know 
something of the vast field, which is 
called “South India.” It is not ore coun- 
try, but rather a continent with a popu- 
lation of roughly 100,000,000 people. 
Our work—the field worked by the 
Church of God—is limited to the three 
following areas: The telegu speaking area 
of over 25,000,000, Tamil speaking of 
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about 20,000,000, and Malyayam speak- 
ing of about 5,000,000. Ootacamund is 
a town with a population, including the 
suburbs, of about 30,000 souls. It is 
situated on the Nilgeris, about 7,500 feet 
above sea level. It is located in the Tamil 
area. Right to the north lies our telegu 
field, while Brother Cook’s field is to the 
extreme south from here about a twen- 
ty-four-hour run, in the Malyayam speak- 
ing area. 

Our work here at Ootacamund con- 
sists first of the work in town, as market 
preaching, house visiting, etc., secondly, 
village work. Tuesday is the big market 
day. Ootacamund is a commercial cen- 
ter. Thousands of village folks come in 
from the surrounding districts to sell 
their products-and to buy other rhings in 
exchange. They are not in a great hurry, 
most of them spending the greater part 
of the day in town, eagerly flocking 
around some objects of interest. The 
“todas” in their picturesque dress, the 
menfolk with their big flowing bird, the 
badagas with their other hill tribes, ail 
mingle together in the big market. It is 
an excellent chance for us as missionaries, 
and we surely make use of it. A couple 
of simple musical instruments assist us 
in drawing the people together. How 
eagerly they listen. We generally keep 
on testifying for hours until dusk and we 
never lack an audience. Sometimes there 
will be a good deal of opposition. For in- 
stance, the writer in one meeting quoted 
the Mohammedan prayer in their own 
language and told them that Mohammed 
was powerless to save. Two Mohamme- 
dans took up the battle for the prophet 
and as I know their language I was just 
prepared to have a talk with them—they 
withdrew. Argume:ts never pay unless 
one fee's specially guided, and in that 
case there will always be souls ready to 
take in. The Word of God is a sharp 
two-edged sword. Praise His dear name! 
Even in these stormy market meetings 
precious souls are gathered in and they 
usually come afterwards for inquiring. 
Some word has touched them and now 
they want to know more. 

Pray for these meetings, friends, as 
they are also an indirect blessing for the 
whole district. The people come to town, 
buy a Bible portion, listen for an hour 
or two at the good tidings, and return 
to their native village tucked away some- 
where out in the mountains. They take 
with them the seed of the “word eternai” 
which can never return void. Our great 
desire is to get hold of a hall, close to 
the market where we can gather people, 
specially for evening prayer. Hitherto the 
enemy has been able to prevent us, al- 
though we have nearly been settled about 
such a hall. The spirit of unbelief and 
darkness, working in the children of un- 
belief, suspected our plans and for the 
time being checked our progress. But we 
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know that in the Lord’s own time He 
will give us a place. Help us in prayer 
to this end. ' 

Here are a few Pentecostal souls, but 
want of proper spiritual nourishment has 
brought them down to the same level as 
the other church people. Ootacamund is 
like Athens is one respect, there are many 
temples, not only heathen ones dedicated 
to Krishna, Ram, and Laksmi, but Chris- 
tian churches, nominally dedicated to 
the living God, but many times even as 
dead, as regarding life in God, as the 
heathens. The Catholics are numerous, 
and cheir churches are big and beautiful, 
but poor people who go there are 
not led a step nearer to God, only further 
away. The Pentecostal work is new here 
and we need your prayers, that the wall 
of Jericho shall fall. At present we are 
doing like Israel—marching round and 
praising the Lord. That is a sure way to 
victory. 

Our hardest work, but most delightful 
time, is spent in the villages, It is hard 
because the villages are far away and at 
present we have no motor car. We are 
practicing the apostolic way of spreading 
the glad news—we walk, or rather climb 
sometimes as we naturally try all short- 
cuts instead of using the main road 
which is not so steep but somewhat 
roundabout. Climbing up and down in 
the hills is strenuous and then we are 
unable to reach the far-off villages. If 
we had a small car or motorcycle with 
a side-car, we could do ten times more 
work. But when we once come to the 
villages, we are amply rewarded. Those 
simple people earnestly gather around us 
and we can spend hours in one single 
village. They do not seem to get tired 
but stay on. You should see them turn 
out, whole families, the womenfolk with 
their babies and the menfolk sometimes 
with their implements for tilling the 
soil. Hundreds of those villages are scat- 
tered all around our town and nobody 
except us come with the gospel to them. 
The churches are too busy in consolidat- 
ing their one position, to enable them to 
give people in darkness the bread of life. 
Only near-by villages are sometimes be- 
ing attended to. The roads, I mean the 
main roads, are, as a rule, very good and 
a small car could take us many _ miles 
right out among the hill tribes. 

Only a few days ago on our wander- 
ings we came to a valley something like 
a tremendous large kettle. The slopes had 
many villages and the one nearest had 
600 inhabitants. A little distant away 
was another with two thousand and so 
on. The midday sun shone brightly and 
even up here at Ooty it was very hot as 
we truggled forward tired by the long 
trip but praising the Lord for a new 
blessed opportunity. The world may 
mockingly say, What a useless job. But

oh, for souls who have caught the vision 
of lost souls, it surely does not appear to 
be useless, Now if we had ten lives and 
we had a chance to start our lives again, 
it would surely be on this soul-saving 
line. The inhabitants, although dark- 
skinned, are just as precious in the Lord’s 
eyes as the white man. Yes, they are all 
bought by the precious blood of Jesus. 
Brother and sister, even if you have not 
any direct call for this dear, dark-skinned 
people, you can pray for them and pray 
for the servants of the Lord warking on 
the field. And still more, you can send 
your bread across the waters, and receive 
your reward in the new Jerusalem. We 
need your support both spiritually and 
financially. 

Our field is still like an unbroken 
field, and it may take years before real 
harvest time will come, but that does 
not bother us as long as we work for the 
Lord. We know that harvest and noth- 
ing less is the logical outcome of the 
work conducted in the power of the 
Holy Ghost. Our great telegu field needs 
much prayer. 25,000,000 people are wait- 
ing, and we are almost alone as Pente- 


costal people in that field. Our time is” 


divided up between these fields but our 
telegu field is suffering. Please pray that 
the Lord may send more workers. He is 
coming soon and we are told to hasten 
on the coming of tthe Lord. We can do 
that by assisting the Lord in His great 
program, because when His purposes, 
with the preaching of the gospel, are ful- 
filed, we shall hear the trumpet.—Yours 
in His service, Arthur H. Conney.

You may try to twist this scripture to 
suit your own fancy but it will remain 
there as it is. I shall not say that this is 
the unpardonable sin but I do say that it 
is very dangerous to trifle with God. 
Some believe in predestination, foreordi- 
nation; some in the birth of rhe Spirit, 
once saved always saved; some teach 
sanctification as the crowning work, 
some the baptism of the Holy Ghost is 
what you get that will forever secure 
you; but the above scripture shows there 
is danger even in the highest blessings at- 
tainable, 

Paul said in Heb. 2:1, “We ought to 
give the more earnest heed to the things 
which we have heard, lest at any time 
we should let them slip.” To neglect to 
live, walk, and obey, after we hear, how 
shall we escape? Heb. 4:1, “Let us there- 
fore fear, lest, a promise being left us 
of entering into rest, any of you should 
seem to come short of it.” v. 11, “Let 
us labor therefore to enter . . . lest any 
man fall.” v. 14, “Let us hold fast our 
profession.” Paul says again, to the He- 
brews, 10:26, 28, 29, “For if we sin 
wilfully after that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth 
no more sacrifice for sins. He that de- 
spised Moses’ law died without macy un- 


der two or three witnesses. Of how 
much sorer punishment, suppose ye, 
shall he be thought worthy, who hath 


trodden under foct the Son of God, and 
hath counted the blood of the covenant 
wherewith he was sanctified, an unholy 


thing, and hath done despite unto the 
Spirit of grace? 
“Oh,” some say, “we don’t sin any 


more after we get the Holy Ghost. We 
are eternally saved and, too, Paul didn’t 
say they sinned, just said, if they did sin 
what would happen.” Well that certain- 
ly is a good fair warning that there is 
danger, a probability of them doing so, 
and a wilful transgression of God’s law 
is the grossest of sin. He said some died 
under Moses’ law. Usually in our courts 
of justice the man brought to the bar in 
the second offence draws a heavier fine. 
Heb, 12:14-16, “Follow peace with all 
men, and holiness, without which no 
man shall see the Lord: looking diligent- 
ly lest any man fail of the grace of God; 
lest any root of bitterness springing up 
trouble you, and thereby many be de- 
filed; Lest there be any fornicator, or 
profane person, as Esau, who for one 
morsel or meat sold (out) his birth- 
right.” Judas sold out for about $15.00. 
Some sell for fame and fortune, some 


for a cigarette or bottle of gin, some for 
a Judas kiss. If there is no danger why 
did God so earnestly and plainly warn us? 
If no danger, why take heed? 
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Note, please, Paul in 1 Tim. 4:1-37. 
“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly that, 
in the latter times (referring to present) 
some shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils; speaking lies in hypocrisy; . . . 
forbiding to marry, ... abstain from 
meats.” Here are some you know about 
who have fallen from grace. Their choice 
and will are changed to do despite to the 
Spirit of grace. They will seduce you, 
tell you lies, live hypocritical lives, won’t 
marry but perhaps are strong pelievers in 
free love, don’t eat meat but Paul said it 
was good to be accepted with thanksgiv- 
ing. These resemble the angels of light, 
to some extent, that will come to deceive 
the very elect if possible, but are not so 
shrewd but what all can detect them. 

In v. 7 Paul said, ‘Exercise thyself 
rather unto godliness,” for it is profita- 
ble, keep believing, be an example of the 
believer, attend to reading, exhorting, 
use your gift, keep polished up, walk in 
light, keep sweet féllowship by meditat- 
ing on these things, give yourself wholly 
to the work. You will profit and all can 
see it. Now take heed, mind, attend, re- 
gard with care, be cautious unto thyseif 
and unto the doctrine also. Continue in 
them, for in doing this thou shalt both 
save thyself and them that hear thee, 
otherwise you fail. In 2 Tim. 3:3 Paul 
speaks of some who could fit in here— 
trucebreakers, traitors, false accusers. 2 
Tim. 4:3, “For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine; but 
after their own lusts shall they heap to 
themselves teachers, having itching ears.” 
Yes, get us another preacher, and, “‘they 
shall turn away their ears from _ the 
truth.” 

Paul worked hard for the crown and 
said, “I am now ready to be offered up. 
I’ve fought a good fight. I have kept 
the faith.” One of the best writers I ever 
read after on the subject of predestina- 
tion said that predetermination is the 
best word found to define predestination. 
I surely agree with him here for Paul was 
determined not to know anything save 
Christ, and if you make it through to 
heaven at last it will be on your deter- 
mination to conquer or overcome in ev- 
ery trial and test. Your will holds good. 
Peter said we were elected through sanc- 
tification and I will say that this is the 
blood-cleansing process as sanctification 
has two meanings, one to set apart for 
service and the other to cleanse, make 
holy. Cleansing should always come first 
for if we ser apart an unclean vessel for 
God, it is not His desire or plan and we 
certainly would not receive any blessings 
or honor for such, but when cleansed and 
made holy we can be set apart for the 
Master’s use. So to will to live and do 
service for God is the s—election (selec- 
tion) and to will not is the non-elect. 
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The elect has everlasting life, the non- 
eect has not, The elect cast their vote, 
their lot; they choose Christ when they 
hear the voice. They are different because 
of the fruits of the Spirit. The “signs 
shall follow them that believe;” “‘ye shall 
have power after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you,” and “ye shall be wit- 
nesses.” What kind of signs followed 
Peter when he denied Christ? What 
about Judas who fell by wilful transgres- 
sion? (Acts 1:25.) Peter denied, Judas 
sold. Paul speaks of some who had fallen 
from grace (Gal. 5:4). James 5:12 
warns some “lest ye fall into condem- 
nation.” Paul was set free from his flesi- 
ly desires and carnal mind, freed from 
the law of sin and death (Rom. 8:1, 2). 
Rom. 7 pictures the carnal or sinful man. 
He is no Christian. Chapter 8 pictures 
the same man but redeemed from sin, 
made new, born again; not the two na- 
tures in one man, but a change from na- 
ture to grace. Paul was forever a dif- 
ferent man. The seventh chapter deais 
with the fleshly, carnal man; the eighth 
deals with the spiritual man, the God 
man. 


There is quite a contrast in these two 
men. One worships God and the other 
worships Him not. They are at enmity 
with each other, We fulfill the righteous- 
ness of God by walking in the Spirit. 
Those after the flesh do mind the things 
of the flesh but those after the Spirit 
do mird the things of the Spirit. The 
carnal mind is against God and the end 
is death. It is not subject to the law of 
God so cannot please God. The Spirit of 
God dwells in the spiritual and if any 
man have not the Spirit of Christ he is 
rone of His. If Christ be in you the 
body is dead to sin but the spirit is alive 
because of righteousness. If we live after 
the flesh we die, but if we through the 
Spirit do mortify the deeds of the flesh, 
we shall live. For as many as are led by 
the Spirit they are the children of God. 
Rom. 8:1-14. You will note by this chap- 
ter that there is a law against wrong do- 
ing, and a terrible penalty attached to 
the transgressor. So here the outlaw or 
drunken sot cannot hide behind his pre- 
destination or eternal security theory. It 
was once said of a noted minister who 
was successful in bringing souls to the 
knowledge of a saving grace, that he met 
one of his converts years afterward, who 
had lost his respect, love, and care for 
God, and in a drunken stupor he recog- 
nized his ore-time-loved minister, walked 
up, slapped him on the shoulder and said, 
“Hello, ole Pal, I am still saved. Once 
saved is always saved you know.”
